‘From the Bangkok Limes we reproduced, 
yesterday the announcementthatihe Siamese 
Government is considering arrangements for 
| the introduction of a gold coinage.” .Com- 
menting on the announcement, our conten 
porary observes that it is a reminder of the 
success of the steps that were’ taken three 
and a half years ago'to place the currency on 
a gold basis. No date has yet been fixed) 
but various technica] points are up for de- 
cision, and the present intentiun is to issue 
the new coins within the next twelve months. 
The. practical fixing of exchange at about the 
Government rale has been attained much 
more speedily than probably any one ex- 
pected, Steadiness has been the distinguisl- 
ing feature of thie exchange - market for 
‘the latter half of the period that Has 
clapsed since. the Mint was closed ‘to 
the free coinage of silver,. and now 
that the Government gives a guarantee to 
prevent the exchange value of the tical fall- 
ing more than a farthing below the Treasury 
sélling price, all;danger of serious fluctuation 
is rendered..impossible. A ‘gold coinage 
can, theréfore, be safely introduced, and the 
two colng proposed ought to prove a great 
convenience. ‘There will, of course, be a 
double standard of value, Siam has more

THE CHINESE IMPERIAL POST 
OFFICK IN’ 1905. 

The report on the working of the Post Office 
for the year 1905, with the acconipanying 
‘documents, occupies no fewer than fifty pages, 
of the Jast Annual Report on the Foreign Trade 
of China, and shows a‘ continued. development 
and, steady .progress. The list. of establish- 
ments now number 1,626, of which number 3°7. 
were added during the year. The ‘total of 
anticles dealt with, which was 664 millions in 
1904, rose ‘to 76 millions. Parcels advanced 
frnm-771,600 to over 1,000,0:0, From a ‘finan- 
cial point of view the year was ‘remarkable 
one, inasmuch as the Postal Organisation ceas- 
ed, for the first time ‘since its foundation, to 
appeal for pecuniary help {rom the sister ser- 
yice, the Customs, and this notwithstanding the 
fact that of the promised subsidy more than 
half was not paid. : ie 

Looking at a few of the details of the Report, 
we find that among the northern districts, those 
of Peking, K'aiféog, and Chinan show a strik-.

Changsha and Yochaw, in Hunan, are pro- 
gressing rapidly. Hankaw, which commands 


cone of the largest and most promising postal 


districts of China, continued to be! remarkable 
more for its increase. in establishments now 
numbering 113, than for actual results. The 


rapening of the Ching-Han railway will hve 


a gteat effect on. this important centre. As 
faras thecShensi province is concerned, the 
results thus far have been but meagre. 

“We come next to the lower Yangtze and 
neighbouring districts. Nanking is doing ex- 
ceedingly well, while substantial progress was 
made in the Wuhu and Tatung districts. Chin- 
kiang has greatly increased its operations, At 
Shinghai matters have most satisfactorily ad- 
vanced; that the figytes, however, show litle 
or no progress is explained to, be-due to de- 
fective records... Business has been brisk, six 
more ngencies have been added to the list, and, 
numerous box offices haye_been. planted about 
the Foreign Settlements. Business in the 
Soochow, Ningpo, and Hangchow districts, 
proved, likewire, most satisfactory, 

The only remaining section to‘notice is that 
of the South China and Yiinnan stations, in 
which, of course, Canton holds the first place. 
Piogress has been wonderful there for some 
tine past, its postal possibilities being very 
great, Next comes Foo how, than which few 
districts. have progressed .more satisfactorily. 
The Wuchow figures ase satisfactory also. 
Amoy nearly doubled its operations, while 
Swatow also made good advance [n Wenchow 
and Santuno business is looking up, but owing 
to their situation between the sea and a mopn- 
tainous region poorly populated these two dis- 
tricts have but a restricted development for 
the future. Téngyuch atid Mengtze made a 
substantial advance, but Kinngchow, Pakhoi, 
Lungchow, and } zemao made little progress. 

As railway enterprise has a.great deal-to do 
with the success of the Imperial Post Office 
careful notes are taken as‘to what ts being 
done. . The railway programme, as it is now 
supposed to stand, shows ten lines working, 
cight lines in construction, and fourteen pro- 
jected lines, Serious improvements have taken 

lace in the Staff organisation of the service. 
Separate postal accountancies have been started 
at Shanghai, Uankow, Canton, Tientsin, and 
Peking; foreign assistants are being trained, 
and more importince is givén to the useful 
body of postal officers. Further, the growing 
importance of same districts has determined 
the appointment of postal commissioners for 
thé exclusive and special management of 
postal affairs; Canton, Shanghai, and Pe- 
Ling are now placed in charge of these 
new appnintecs, and other districts will be 
similarly treated. Mr. Piry’s . concluding 

aragraph is, worth,guoting in fall. “The out- 
Toole for the future of the Postal Service is godd, 
and continued progress may be relied upon. 
Among its thisty-seven districts there aro a 
dozen as large as most countries in Europe, all 
with teeming millions, What has been achiev- 
ed in this immense Empire can only be re- 
garded as a small beginning; yet the official 
establishment has already Jaken hold on the 
people and the country, and matters are suf- 
ficienlly advanced to foresee that the wave of 
rogress now passing over China can but favour 
1) rapid development and hasten its comple:

Weale's, it is valuable as acsist- 
ing to a better understanding. of the problems 
to be faced in China.and of the- future, of that’ 
country, . : 
Particularly ‘is it of service to American 
statesmen and business men, Colonel Denby 
makes no attempt lo disguise the fact, that he 
writes from the standpoint of an American 
diplomat, considering the interests of his own 
country first, and those of China afterward. 
With Mr. Weale, he affirms that the policy of 
the open door and no dismemberment must be 
continued, and points with pride to the consist- 
ent attitude_mairntained by the United States. 
in this respect. “But his experience convinces 
him that radical reforms are required if we 
would retain our prestige in China, He does 
not advocate the repeal of exclusion, perceiving 
in’ any great influx of Chinese an economic 
menace tothe United States ; but he does urge 
far-reaching changes in the diplomatic and can- 
sular service, and his suggestions under this 
head should be carefully 
American cjtizens. And, addressing bimself 
srecifically to American merchants, he plainly 
points the way to trade extension: rt 
“Americans ‘begins an all too brief chapter) 
are supposed to be the most adventurour peo- 


‘ple in the world, but in trade and commerce ; 


with foreign countries they do, nat justify this 
reputation: Above all things our merchants 
and manufacturers should study the detail. of 
the Chinese trade more than they do. They 
should send commercial agents to the country 
to find out for themselves the condilinns and 
needs of.trade, Whatcan be more ridiculous 
than the inquiries which ofien reached me 
touching the trade in fine buggies in China? I 


often got letters a:king for the names of dealers‘ 


in buggies in Peking, and enclosing circulars, 
in English, of course, to-be distributed. There 
isn't a decent road in North Chipa, and in the 
south there are nothing but paths, “The or- 
dinary vehicle in the north is o heavy cart, or 
wagon, Rich people ride in chairs, the middle 
classes in carts or litters, and the poor go afoot. 
There waso't-a single buggy in Peking, and 
very few vehicles of any kind except carts. 
“The Chinese does not want: knives and 
forks, he uses chop-sticks. Above ail, he wants 
cheap things; but when he takes a fancy to an 
article he will buy it-at all hazards, until he 
commences to counterleit it, which be soon 
does," ' As 
the critics are warm in their praise of this 
work, Colonel Denby’s opinions, declares 
The Outlook, “have permanent value.” The 
Boston Transcript finds his style’ “ entertain- 
ing aud pleasing,” and speaks of the “evidences 
throughout the book of the author's deep study 
of Chinese character.”
